NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 21 st June, 1954 

S.R.O. 2017.—In pursuance of clause (a) and (b) of sub¬ 
section (3) of section 8 of the Delimitation Commission Act, 
1952 (LXXXI of 1952), the Delimitation Commission hereby 
publishes its proposals in respect of the distribution of the 
seats allotted to the State of Assam in the House of the People 
.and the seats assigned to the Legislative Assembly of that 
State to territorial constituencies and tire delimitation thereof 
in accordance with the provisions of sub-section (2) of the said 
section and specifies the 31st July, 1954, as the date on or 
after which the proposals will be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals 
should reach the Secretary of the Delimitation Commission 
(No. 2, Prithvi Raj Road, New Delhi) before the said date. 
It would facilitate prompt consideration if they are in English. 

PROPOSALS 

The territorial constituencies into which the State of Assam 
shall be divided for the purpose of elections to (a) the House 
of the People and (b) the Legislative Assembly of tbe State, 
the extent of each constituency, the number of seats allotted 
to each constituency and the number of seats, if any, reserved 
for the Scheduled Castes or, as the case may be, for the 
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Scheduled Tribes, in each constituency shall be as shown in 
the following Tables: —

The Commission, in their proposals have tagged Pub-Bangsar 
mouza of North with the South Bank. The arrangement for 
crossing from this mouza to South is only by a marboat and 
to cross the river in this marboat is very risky. I, therefore, 
dissent from this proposal. 

2. In my dissenting proposal North Gauhati Town of 
Gauhati thana with a population of 4,915 and Amingaon Rail¬ 
way Colony with a total population of 6,410 have been tagged 
to the North as better crossing facilities are available here, 
throughout all seasons. North Gauhati town and Amingaon 
Railway Colony, which has a well-demarcated boundary are of 
Silasundari Ghopa mouza, of which the former is under 
Gauhati thana and the latter is under Kamalpur thana.

t. The first point of objection which I think fit to raise 
appertains to the proposed reservation of one seat (Assembly) 
for the scheduled castes in favour of a population of 45,247 in 
a total of 1,108,124 in the district of Goalpara. This viewed 
against the allocation of one such reserved seat in the district 
of Cachar for a population of 108, 114 in a total of 1,115,865, 
seems rather para-doxical. While there can be no objection 
to the application of some definite criterion or formula in the 
matter of determination of seats, the results thus obtained can¬ 
not be readily ignored when injustice appears to occur affect¬ 
ing a large number of people. I am therefore, of the opinion 
that the scheduled castes population in the district of Goalpara 
cannot have a prior claim over that of Cachar which should 
be allowed two reserved seats for the scheduled castes instead 
of one as proposed. 

2. The proposed reservation of one seat for the scheduled 
castes will also result in reducing the scope of representation 
for the general population in the district of Goalpara which 
had lost two seats under the existing allotment of seats. It 
may be of interest to know the background of the develop¬ 
ments which led to the denial of two seats of the State Legisla¬ 
ture to this unfortunate district. 

In 1950, when the original proposals for allocation of seats 
of the State Legislature were formulated, the initial registra¬ 
tion of voters was found to be so grossly inaccurate that the 
determined population on the basis of voters worked out at 
818,764 as against 1,014,285 being the total population of the 
district as per 1941 census. As a result of this preposterous 
position the Election Commission ordered revision of the 
electoral rolls which eventually raised the determined popula¬ 
tion to 954,941 against the actual estimated population of 
11,64,898 calculated with 15 per cent, natural increase over 
the population of 1941. While on the basis of the actual esti¬ 
mated population the district was entitled to 14 seats it was 
actually allotted 12 seats. As this anomalous position became 
known a strong agitation was set on foot by the people of the 
district but to their misfortune numerous representations sub¬ 
mitted to the Election Commission failed to elicit any redress 
against such grievous injustice to their political and constitu¬ 
tional rights. Though abnormal deficiency in the number or 
registered voters was made good to a considerable extent by 
supplementary registration, the district had to suffer by two 
seats in representation during the current term of the State 
Legislature. 
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3. Then again after the census of 1951 when a review of 
the whole position was undertaken by the Delimitation Com¬ 
mission it was expected that the injustice done to this district 
would be undone and that it would get its due share of 14 seats. 
But that was not to be. The census figures of 1951 also dis¬ 
closed a mysterious deficiency. While the nett increase in 
population compared to the census of 1941 ranged from 13’8 
per cent, to 287 per cent, in other plains districts of the State 
and the average nett increase in the State itself was 15 ■ 5 per 
cent, the increase in the district of Goalpara was shown as 
4 8 per cent. i.e. a deficit of 10 per cent. (Figures published 
vide Assam Gazette Notification No. PAB15/158 dated 4th 
May 1951). The loss of population is estimated at a little 
over a lakh resulting in the increase of one seat instead of two. 
In the absence of any abnormal factors operating against 
natural increase of population during the decade it is only the 
agency entrusted with the census operation which has to 
accept the full responsibility for the loss of one seat suffered 
by the district of Goalpara. 

It is indeed, a sad commentary on the state of affairs as 
prevailed in the district in matters connected with registration 
of voters and the census operation and that no remedy could 
be made available against what is obviously a case of flagrant 
injustice. It is also equally unfortunate that under the existing 
law the Delimitation Commission is bound by the census 
figures however much tainted and questionable they may be. 
So long as the statutory position remains as it is at present and 
no effective safeguards are provided by law in future against 
such malpractice, there will be always scope for injustice being 
committed and gerrymandering being indulged in by unscru¬ 
pulous elements in the administration. 

5. Out of 13 seats proposed to be allotted to the district 
two will have to be reserved for the scheduled tribes whose 
population actually warrants this. The reservation of one 
more seat for the scheduled castes for which, in my opinion, 
there is not the slightest justification, only 10 seats will fall to 
the share of the general population numbering 892,470, which 
is by far less than its legitimate share. 

It is therefore, strongly commended for the sympathetic 
consideration of the Commission that having due regard to 
the circumstances stated above no reservation be made for 
the scheduled castes population in the district of Goalpara and 
thereby at least partially the injustice done to the general 
population be mitigated. In that event the proposed double 
member constituency No. 34 may be conveniently split up into 
two separate general constituencies.

Delimitation of Assembly Constituencies 

During the deliberations of the Commission at Shillong 
during April last I suggested some minor adjustments in the 
delimitation of four constituencies viz. No. 31 (Mankachar), 32 
(South Salmara), 39 (Gauripur) and 40 (Bilasipara) with a 
view to add more to territorial compactness, facilities of com¬ 
munication, public convenience and other relevant factors as 
required by sec. 8(2)(e) of the Delimitation Act, 1952 but un¬ 
fortunately my suggestions have not been accepted by the 
Commission. My primary object was to attach union No. 10 
of South Salmara P.S. to the Gauripur constituency to which 
the said union is not only physically contiguous but intimately 
connected from economic, social and other points of view. 
Though administratively union No. 10 is part of South Salmara 
P. S. but for the last three decades or more it has remained 
physically cut off from the main territorial limits of that thana 
by reason of the mighty Brahmaputra flowing between this 
union on the north and the rest of the thana on the south. 
The inhabitants of this union have been, for such isolation 
experiencing serious inconvenience and representations were 
made to the local authorities to amalgamate it either with 
Bilasipara or Dhubri thana. As a result of this physical isola¬ 
tion. die inhabitants of this union have developed more inti¬ 
mate relation with the neighbouring people of Dhubri and 
Bilasipara thanas. 


Similarly union 2 of Bilasipara thana, which by reason of 
physical contiguity as well as intimate social and 'economic 
connection forms the very core of that thana along with the 
other neighbouring unions, can only be severed therefrom and 
attached to the distant constituency of Gauripur with which it 
has very little connection to the serious inconvenience of 
its (union no. 2) 13000 inhabitants. Bilasipara Town which 
is the seat of the thana and an important business centre is 
about 5 to 6 miles from the centre of union No. 2 
whereas Gauripur Town is not less than 14 to 15 miles away 
and cut off for all practical purposes from that union. In my 
opinion this union should be left with Bilasipara constituency 
for the sake of public convenience and territorial compactness 
and facilities of communications etc. 


I therefore reiterate my revised proposals below for further 
consideration by the Commission in public interest: —
